ton. The Government pays the ex- 
penses of the journey and the emi- 
grants get some aid besides from 
the Tuke fund.

The Trial of a Ghoul Whe Killed 

and Upen Five Com- 


8 Denver, April 12. 
The trial of A. G. Packer, the San 
Juan ghoul, charged with murdering 
five companions in San Jyan county, 
in 1872, in progress at Lake City the 
last four days, was concluded to-night 
and the case given to the jury. The 
evidence shows that a party of six or- 
ganized in Utah in 1872 to prospect 
Southern Colorado. While in the 
vicinity of the present site of Lake 
City, a blinding storm coming on, 
they lost their way and their food gave 
out. For days they lived on ruse buds. 
The men became desperate, and some 
crazed. While his compations were in 
this condition Packer deliberately fell 
upon and butchered the whole party, 
and for several weeks lived on flesh 
out from their bodies. Yesterday? in 
the course of the trial Packer made a 
statement. Fortwo hours he calmly 
related the experiences of the party 
from the time of their setting out from 
Utah, closing with most sickening de- 
tails of the murder and his subsequent 
feasting on human flesh, and claim- 
ing that the killing was done in self- 
defense. The evidence showed that 
each member of the party except 
Packer had quite a large sum of 
money, upon which the ghoul has 
since been living. After nine years’ 
wandering he was captured a few 
weeks ago at Fort Fetterman, Wyo- 
ming. While the evidence is entirely 
circumstantial, it is yet deemed con- 
clusive, anda verdict of guilty is con- 
fidently ex pected. 

DENVER, April 13. 

At Lake City this morning the jury 
in the case of Alfred G. Packer, 
charged with murdering five com- 
panions in the San Juan country in 
1872, returned a verdict of guilty. A 
motion for a new trial on the ground 
that the murders were committed on 
an Indian reservation, and that there- 
fore this Court has no jurisdiction, 
will be made this afternoon. 


Senator Bayard Says the Next

CHICAGO, April 13.

A United States Marshal Sentenc- 

ed to the Penitentiary. 
WASHINGTON, April 12. 
Stillwell H. Russell, late United 
States Marshal of the Western District 
of Texas, recently tried and convicted 
upon a charge of presenting false ex- 
pense accounts, was to-day sentenced 
by Judge Turner, at San Antonio, to 
imprisonment for two years in the 
Penitentiary. Russell was appointed 
by President Hayes, and made appli- 
cation to President Arthur for a reap- 
pointment; but charges of misconduct 
in office were preferred against him. 
An investigation ordered by the At- 
torney-General ended in his convic- 
tion. It is estimated Russell defrauded 
the Government out of at least $50,000. 
His official bond, however, is good, 
and the Department of Justice expect 
to recover the entire sum from bis 
sureties.

GRAPES IN NEVADA. 


Co ication from one who-has 
Successfully Experimented, 
RENO, April 13th. 
Eprrox GazeTre: I desire 
through the columns of your paper 
to correct au error of the San Fran- 
cisco Post. The Post says: The 
Central Pacific Railroad Company 
is about to make an experiment in 
vine culture in Nevada, baving se- 
cured for that purpose ten acres of 
land in the vicinity ef Reno. There 
is no good reason why grape viues 
should not flourish in Nevada, 


though the experiment has never 
been tried.“ The Post is mistaken 
when it asserts that the experiment 
of vine culture in Nevada has never 
been tried. In the Spring of 1871 I 
eet out in my _ in Reno cut- 
tings of three different varieties of 
grapes, viz: Catawba, Concord and 
Isabella, that flourished finely. For 
the first three years I allewed them 
to grow more with the view ot cov- 
ering the arbor than the preduction 
of grapes. In the Spring of 1875 I 
had them pruned, and that season 
they produced a fine crop of grapes, 
and continued te so produce every 
season up to the time they were de- 
stroyed by fire in March, 1879. I 
never saw grape vines of those va- 
rieties grow finer and produce a bet- 
ter quality or a larger quantity of 
grapes than those of miine, and at 
the time of the fire the vines at the 
base were more than two inches in 
diameter.

A SLUMBERING VOLCANO. 


Reno in Imminent Danger of being 
Flooded with Molten Lava. 


The present isa time of great elec- 
trical and subterranean disturb- 
ances. We hear of great earth- 
quakes and of volcanoes starting 
into life in all parts of the world, 
says the Pnterprise. Even here at 
home, in California there have been 
many severe earthquakes, the first 
in nearly 20 years, that have shown 
‘the old-time force. Almost any day 
the tremendous volcano that lies 
slumbering under Lake Tahoe is 
liable to assert itself. At the first 
burst all the water in the lake 
would be blown thousands of feet 


into the air, and with the water all 
the steamboats, sailboats and row- 
boats. Up into the clouds would 
not | go all the boats en the 
lake, but also all the fish in 
the waters, with millions of 
tons of bowlders, gravel and 
sediment from the bottom of the 
old crater. Of course the sudden 
emptying of the basin of the lake 
would be bad for Reno, but its fate 
could not be worse than was that 
of the cities of Pompeii and Hercu- 
laneum, en W are a few 
human habitations or a few human 
beings in great convulsions of na- 
ture. Vines aud grass grew over 
the crater of Vesuvius, and soldiers 
camped in tbe beautiful basin, but 
of a sudden vines, grass and all 
were shot thousands of feet into 
the air. Over the Tahoe crater is a 
beautiful pool of water, in which 
are beautiful fishes, and on which 
are llant steamers and vessels, 
but the whole is as a mere bucket 
of water compared with the great 
power that lies below—pop, bang! 
and all is in the air, and the throat 
of the crater is again red-hot, as in 
ages past. All this may not come 
to this Summer, but itis bound 
seen sooner or later—it is only 
a matter of time. In case the ejec- 
tion of the waters of the lake shal! 
instantly be followed by a migbty 
column of fire and flames, the water 
way be turned to steam (in fallin 
back) before reaching the amend, 
and so Reno would escape drowning, 
and the place only be covered by 40 
or 50 feet of molten lava.
